Riehberg said, but “sweeping bal­ 
ancing.” In the face of relief needs,

pjrivate business,” he said, “the bur­ 
den of federal relief this 
winter,

Barthou waa ahot In the left arm 
hut died as surgeons operated on 
him. 
20 Shots Fired 
The shots which struck the king 
were part of a fussllade of about 
20 fired. 
T he alleged assassin was mauled 
by the crowd 
and 
waa reported 
dying. 
The vlait of Alexander to France 
was regarded as of great diplomat­ 
ic importance to France and the 
little entente, of which Yugoslavia 
is s part 
Alexander had been greeted on 
his procession through the city, by 
cheering throngs. 
He wa* riding in the first auto­ 
mobile of the procession past the 
stock exchange when the 
shots 
cracked ouL Hi* oar was riddled 
by shots and was the only automo­ 
bile to he hit. 
The dying king wee taken at 
once to the prefecture where sur­ 
geons began their emergency work 
in an effort to save his life but their 
later* were in vela, 
. 
The assassin was dteeribed es a 
man of about 40 years. 
Third Man Wounded 
Almost as soon as 
the 
shots 
were fired, the French government 
d am ped a tight censorship upon 
dispatches regarding the tragedy. 
The censorship lasted 40 minutes 
but the news storie* already had 
been sent abroad and the ban on 
the news was lifted. 
Barthou waa not the only French 
official to be wounded. Gen. Al­ 
phonse Joseph Georgius 
of 
th* 
French superior war council also 
was Injured. 
All 
three 
of 
the shots which 
wounded him struck Alexander in 
the chest. 
All the street was thrown Into 
turmoil, making Immediate identi­ 
fication of the participants diffi­ 
cult, but, when a sem blance of or­ 
der had been restored. It appeared 
that there w ere two assassins. 
One of them , not Immediately 
Identified, w as shot and killed by 
the police as he attem pted to es­ 
cape. The other was Petrie Kale- 
men, 35, a Yugoslav, who had been 
born In Zagbred. H e was wounded 
by the slash of a police saber. 
Several 
persons 
In the crowd 
grouped around the K in gs auto­ 
mobile also were wounded, appar­ 
ently by the fusillade of assassins* 
bullets.

Doctors Foiled in E f­ 
forts to Save Phila­ 
delphian.

PHILADELPHIA. Oct. 9 — Rod­ 
ney R. Hickman, 31-year-old chem­ 
ist. died early today after taunting 
the doctors who worked over him 
for more than a day. 
They were trying to save his life. 
But the patient, with three ounces

him, denied their efforts. 
"You 
can’t 
save me" he told 
them. "I’m going to die." 
"I know all about poisons. When 
I tong this stuff, I made sure no 
doctors will fix m e up. Inside of 
three days I’ll be dead " 
Hickman beat his deadline. He 
said he had taken the poison at 
p. rn , Sunday, and waited until 
a. rn. yesterday, when he felt 
pains, before calling ald. 
Physicians worked all day yes­ 
terday. pitting their knowledge of 
remedies 
against 
his fam iliarity 
with chemicHl poisons. Last night 
they 
claimed 
he 
had 
an even 
chance of recovery. 
Hickman’s case closely parallels 
the attem pted suicide of another 
young chemist, John I* Bauer, of 
Pittsburgh, who went to a hospital 
defying 
doctors 
to 
prevent hi* 
deatli 
within 
16 hours. He was 
saved. 
Hickman 
came 
here 
several 
years ago from Kansas City where 
his father, E. H. Hickman, lives. 
Ho was unemployed for the past 
16 months.

Donald Rlchherg, chairman of the 
recently created policy hoard of XRA, leans 
toward a modification of old fashioned free 
competition.

whether or not XRA can command the sup­ 
port 
of 
busine** 
without the attraction 
which made business rally ’round in the 
first place. XRA, stripped of the privileges 
that promised a new era for business and 
Industry, would be more than ever a legal 
Implement for labor to use in carving out 
the advantages It claims belong to it under 
the Industrial recovery act. Instead of a 
charter for self-rule In industry, the act 
would be a charter establishing minimum 
wages and atatlng certain contested pow­ 
ers relative to collective bargaining. 


Out of uncertainly will emerge a new 
form of XRA. No one knows yet what It 
will be, perhaps not even those In charge 
of the reorganization. But one cannot help 
but wonder what will happen lf the act 
which was to establish self-rule in Industry 
stray* so far from that purpose as to es­ 
trange even further the group which offer­ 
ed it as the solution for depression. 


The Habit Of Revolt 


A little more than a year ago Cuba’s Jun­ 
ta government, tottering unsteadily on its 
own revolutionary basis, mustered strength 
enough to resist the first counter-revolu­ 
tionary movement against it. 
In Cuban 
waters were 23 Cnited States vessels, five 
of them destroyers. 


When Americans read in their newspa­ 
pers Monday that radical Cuban labor un­ 
ions were promoting a general strike they 
automatically concluded that it was the be­ 
ginning of another revolutionary movement 
against the government. They remembered 
what happened In 1933. They remembered 
what has happened in nearly every year of 
their lives. The habit of revolt has claimed 
a helpless victim In Cuba. 


Fortunately, with the exception of cer­ 
tain officials of the federal government, 
Americans are able now to look at recur­ 
rent proof of Cuba’s inability to govern 
Itself with only casual interest. To he suro, 
the latest general strike may not lead to 
overthrow of the government. It may rep­ 
resent no more than the condition which 
has prevailed in the United States frequent­ 
ly the last few months—terrorism started 
and maintained by radical labor unionists. 


But. so precarious are the foundations of 
Cuba's 
constantly 
shifting 
governments 
that every disturbance of consequence is 
potentially a means of overthrowing what­ 
ever party of coalition happens to he in 
the ascendancy at the time. Tho Cuban 
temper is always on a ragged edge. Bad 
government has become tho symbol of all 
government. 
Minorities 
do 
not 
content 
themselves with recourse to parliamentary 
machinery; experience, In fact, has taught 
majorities not to expect anything from the 
opposition but violence. Used to repression 
while they were fighting to destroy the 
government ahead of them, they turn to It 
to protect themselves. 


Cuba may not have a 
revolution 
this 
year. But this year, last >ear and probably 
next year the conditions of revolution are, 
have been and will be satisfied The United 
States fought to gain Cuba's independence 
from Spain, Unfortunately, it could not give 
Cuba independence from itself. 
Tragically, 
no one started to think about that until it 
was too late to 
retrace 
the 
momentous 
steps taken in 1898. 


Out Of Uncertainty 
Only one thing about NRA seems cer­ 
tain. That is the uncertainty of its present 
state.

What a chancellor of the exchequer says 
to a party conference doesn’t commit the 
British government, hut It shows w hich way 
the wind is blowing. 
In the United States 
when a political leader tells Ills party some­ 
thing should he done, it frequently becomes 
part of the government's program. 


Neville 
Chamberlain, chancellor of the 
exchequer, told the Conservative conference 
that Britain had abandoned hope of disarm­ 
ament. 
This was a statement of fact. 
He 
added that the government had decided to 
build up its national defenses. This was the 
prediction of an Important policy. 


It contains little news but limitless signi­ 
ficance. 
Great Britain, due largely to the 
strength of Its Labor party, has been a lead­ 
er in disarmament efforts since the World 
war. Its leadership has not been productive. 
Disarmament bas been rejected by the prin­ 
cipal governments on the continent. The dis­ 
armament cause has floundered in the pres­ 
ence ut national policies clearly in defiance 
of it. 


Great Britain, key to most of Europe's 
complex situations, give* in. 
Henceforth, it 
will abandon it- 
long and disappointing 
labor of salvation and cast its lot with 
those it has been trying to save. 
They 
have placed their trust in weapons. 
Britain 
will do likewise 
The post-war period has 
ended. 
The British, like their neighbors.

status of a village. During his in- 
cumbency of this initial office un­ 
der the then recent Incorporate00* 
a son, the later Colonel H. R. Hill, 
who was to become the second law. 
yer to function in the subsequent 
Pottery City, was horn In his Sec­ 
ond street home. Now a century 
after the event, the son of this 1SP.4 
babe. Walter B. Hill of Parkway 
as president of the East Liverpool 
Historical society, has had much 
to do In bringing about the forth­ 
coming 
anniversary 
celebration 
scheduled for Oct. 11-12-13-14. 
The date of the birth of the late 
Colonel H. R. Hill is NOV. 12. 1834. 
The second day of the planned 
centennial this year will mark the 
lacking of a single month from the 
100th anniversary of that occasion. 
It Is thus a significant fact that in 
these three men. grandfather, son 
and grandson, the evolution and 
development of East Liverpol ate 
marked by their varied activities 
during the last IO decades. 
When the late Colonel Hill was 
horn during the administration of 
East Liverpool's first mayor, who 
also lived on Second street at the 
time, his father, Recorder Sanford 
C. Hill. was 38 years of age. He be­ 
came the town’s 
second 
mayor 
when but 39. He was thus about the 
age of the city’s present chief exe­ 
cutive IOO years later. 
The son of Roger Hill who had 
lived in the then elate of V irginia. 
Sanford B. Hill was born near w hat 
is now’ Fairview or Pughtown, on 
Sept. 19, 1796. 
He 
was 
alm ost 
three months old to the day when 
President George W a s h in g to n de­ 
livered his farewell message w h ich 
to this day is generally quoted bv 
those who have the interests of the 
United States at heart. 
The birth of

1834 and first recorder occurred

Eloquent Speaker 
It was during the varied consid­

ed 
delivered what has been de­ 
clared

have been "the most 
eloquent 
speech 
ever heard in 
Congress.” 
Representative 
Ames 
who in subsequent years declined 
election as president of H anard 
college was a brother of Nathanael 
Ames and an uncle of the latter s 
son, both of whom turned the once 
famed 
Ames 
Almanacs 
in 
New 
England. 
It 
was 
doubtless this almanac 
which appeared for nearly 6o years 
in 
New 
England that partially 
served in outlining the way and 
method for the later almanac mak­ 
ing of Sanford C. HUI. The first 
Fisher Ames Almanac appeared in 
1725. It appeared eight years be­ 
fore the publication of the Poor 
Richard 
Almanac 
by 
Benjamin 
Franklin. His son carried on with 
this almanac IU years after the 
founder's 
own 
passing. 
At one 
time 60.000 of these almanacs were 
sold during a single year in New 
England, it has been recorded. 
In the first decade of the village 
existence of East Liverpool Sanford 
C. Hill served it five years as re­ 
corder and one as mayor. In 1835 
when he succeeded Phillip Cooper 
as mayor his place as village re­ 
corder was filled by Abner Bucher.

the

mayor, 
Phillip Cooper, was one of the then 
five councilmen or trustees as they 
were initially known. Joseph Forti­

teacher,

served at varied times as trustee 
and recorder was also a trustee as

brother of Abner Bucher, and John 
Hill, the then mayor’s own broth­ 
er.

editions of his almanac. 
He was 
again serving as the village record­ 
er. his final term as such, when his

made to curb the numb er of deaths 
from accidental poisoning. 
At 
a 
recent convention of the American 
Medical a.ssociation, it was pointed 
out that over five hundred children 
under the age of five years died In 
the United State« In one year as a 
result of accidental poisoning. The 
accidental taking of insect pow­ 
ders, rat powders, poisons, paints, 
cosmetics and drugs were the most 
common causes for adult deaths. 
Fatalities from strychnine poison­ 
ing represent the gravest menace to 
children. 
In many cases the child 
was attracted b y colored pills or 
chocolate-coveretl tab lets, often In 
the form of laxative medicines. As 
a rule these pills contain strych­ 
nine. 
Reports state that many 
a 
child has swallowed 
a handful or 
more of these Innocent looking tab ­ 
let.« and, of course, has b een the 
victim of a serious attack of stry­ 
chnine poisoning. 
Antidote for Poisonino- 
Strychnine is an alkaloid, a com­ 
mon ingredient of 
laxative 
medi­ 
cines and other b eneficial reme­ 
dies. 
If taken in small doses it 1« 
harmless. 
In large amounts It 1« 
dangerous, leading to prompt pois­ 
oning that may result in death. 
The victim of strychnine poison­ 
ing is seized with sudden convul­ 
sions. 
He has great difficulty 
in b reathing and appears extremely 
ill. 
I. nless proper medical atten­ 
tion is given at once the condition 
proves fatal. 
The sufferer should 
always 
he taken 
to a 
hospital 
where more salislactory treatment 
can b e useiL 
While awaiting the arrival of a 
physician, if you are familiar with 
the andidote of the poison taken, 
give it immediately. 
If you do not 
know the antidote, give the white 
of egg, milk or strong tea. Encour­ 
age vomiting. 
This can often b e 
accomplished b y giving lukewarm 
water mixed with a tea.spoon of 
mu.stard of salt. 
Repeat the dose 
every ten miniiles until vomiting 
occurs. 
Label Poisons. 
The 
Aniericiin 
.Medical 
a.ssoci- 
ation has urged the prohib ition of 
the manufacture of pIHs contain­ 
ing strychnine. 
It has also recom­ 
mended that sales of this drug b e 
limited in quantity and only ob tain­ 
a ble in small amounts. 
It is pro­ 
b ab le that within a short time suit­ 
a ble legislation will he passed that 
will guard against the danger of 
.strychnine poi.soning. 
Until 
then 
every effort whould he made to pre­ 
vent this serious catHstrophe. 
Laxative pills and all medicines 
that contain strychnne should b e 
kept b eyond the reach of children. 
Never keep medicines for an indefi­ 
nite time. Discard them when you 
are through using them. 
They b e­ 
come valutdess and clutter up the 
cab inet. 
Bear in mind that many 
serious causes of poisoning can b e 
traced to the careless practice of 
reacliing for a medicine b ottle In 
the dark and 
getting 
the 
wrong 
one.

At a 
recen t convention of th© A m erican 
M edical association, it wa* pointed 
out th a t over five hundred children 
under the ag© of five year* died In 
th© U nited State© in on© year a* a 
resu lt of accidental poisoning. The 
accidental taking of insect pow­ 
ders, ra t pow ders, poisons, paints, 
cosm etics and d rugs w ere th© most 
comm on causes for adult deaths. 
F a talities from strychnin© poison­ 
ing rep resen t the gravest m enace to 
children. 
In m any cases th© child 
was attrac ted by colored pills or 
chocolate-covered 
tablets, often In 
th© form of laxative m edicines. 
As 
a rule these pills contain stry ch ­ 
nine. 
R eports stat© th a t m any a 
child has sw allow ed a handful or 
m ore of these innocent looking tab­ 
let© and, of course, has been th© 
victim of a serious attack of stry ­ 
chnin© poisoning. 
Antidote for Poisoning. 
S trychnine is an alkaloid, a com ­ 
mon Ingredient of 
laxative 
m edi­ 
cines and other beneficial rem e­ 
dies. 
If taken in sm all doses it Is 
harm less. 
In large amount© It is 
dangerous, leading to prom pt pois­ 
oning th a t may resu lt in death. 
Th© victim of strychnine poison­ 
ing is seized w ith sudden convul­ 
sions. 
H e has great difficulty 
in breathing and appear© extrem ely 
ill. 
E uless proper m edical a tte n ­ 
tion is given at once the condition 
proves fatal. 
T he sufferer should 
alw ays 
be taken 
to 
a 
hospital 
where m ore satisfactory treatm en t 
can be used. 
W hile aw aiting the arrival of a 
physician, if you are fam iliar with 
th e andidot© of th e poison taken, 
give it im m ediately, 
if you do not 
know th e antidote, give the w hite 
of egg, m ilk or strong tea. 
E ncour­ 
age vom iting. 
T his can often be 
accom plished by giving lukew arm 
w ater mixed w ith a teaspoon of 
m ustard of salt. 
R epeat the dose 
every ten m inutes until vom iting 
occurs. 
Label Poisons. 
The 
A m erican 
M edical 
associ­ 
ation has urged the prohibition of 
the m anufacture of pills contain­ 
ing strychnine. 
It has also recom ­ 
m ended th at sales of this drug be 
lim ited in quantity and only o b tain ­ 
able in sm all am ounts. 
It is pro­ 
bable that w ithin a sh o rt tim© su it­ 
able legislation will be passed th a t 
will guard against the danger of 
strychnine poisoning. 
Until 
then 
every effort should he m ade to pre- 
vent this serious catastrophe. 
la x a tiv e pills and all m edicines 
t hat contain strychnne should be 
kept beyond the reach of children. 
N ever keep m edicines for an indefi­ 
nite tim e. 
D iscard them when you 
are through using them . 
They be­ 
come valueless and clutter up the 
Cabinet. 
B ear in mind th a t m any 
serious causes of poisoning can be 
traced to the careless practice of 
reaching for a m edicine bottle In 
th© dark and 
getting 
the 
w rong 
one.
